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Bigger Lidl 
store plan 
gets the 
all clear 

REVISED plans to create a 
bigger supermarket on the 
site of an industrial estate 
have been agreed after a 
firm found new premises. 

Supermarket chain Lidl 
had already won permission 
to build a store on part of 
the Duckworth trading es¬ 
tate, Stallings Lane, King- 
swinford. But bosses wanted 
more land for a larger store 
and have reached agree¬ 
ment with tyre and exhaust 
centre Kingswinford Tyres 
to use its site too. 

The company plans to 
move to Dawley Brook Road 
as part of expansion of the 
business. 

Demolished 

Building work on the first 
phase of the supermarket 
will see existing buildings at 
the Duckworth site demol¬ 
ished and the land cleared 
to make way for the new 
store. This work is expected 
to begin in November with 
the actual construction of 
the new supermarket start¬ 
ing soon after. 

It is expected to create 15 
full-time and 25 part time 
positions. A 115 space car 
park will be created . 

When agreeing the 
scheme councillors said they 
believed the town was ‘big 
enough’ to accommodate 
another supermarket and it 
would provide ‘healthy com- 
petiti on’. _ 

Cemetery is 
to use pitch 

A £150,000 project to ex¬ 
pand a cemetery where 
only dozens of plots are re¬ 
maining has been agreed by 
councillors. 

Officials feared they could 
run out of plots by the au¬ 
tumn at Dudley Cemetery, 
off Stourbridge Road,but 
now planning committee 
members have agreed to use 
a former football pitch off 
Clee Road. 

The expansion would see 
enough plots created for the 
next 30 to 40 years and the 
council will aim to provide a 
football pitch elsewhere. 


GREEN LIGHT 
FOR FAST FOOD 


A MULTI-MILLION pound develop¬ 
ment that will include two new fast 
food restaurants, creating more than 
100 jobs, has been given the green 
light by councillors. 

McDonald’s and KFC will build new outlets 
near Stourbridge town centre after the ro- 


posals were granted p 
members of Dudley 
Council’s planning 
committee on Monday. 

The drive-thru branches 
will be built on land off Mill 
Race Lane occupied by the 
Hayes factory before it was 
demolished four years ago. 

Under the plan by devel¬ 
oper Jumbuk Limited, three 
units would be built in total. 
An occupier for the third 
unit has yet to be found. 

Developers revealed the 
scheme hopes to create at 
least 65 full and part-time 
jobs at McDonald’s and a 
further 40 positions at KFC. 

Return 

The scheme would see the 
burger chain’s return to the 
town for the first time since 
it closed its branch in the 
High Street in 2008 after 20 
years. 

It comes as building work 
is well under way to create a 
new Premier Inn hotel and 
Brewers Fayre restaurant in 
nearby Birmingham Street, 
where around 65 jobs are 
expected to be created. 

The nearest McDonald’s 
branches to Stourbridge are 
currently in Kingswinford, 
Merry Hill and Lye while 
KFC’s closest branch is at 
Amblecote. 

The application submit¬ 
ted by Jumbuk says: “The 
proposals are for a high 
quality development which 
would contribute to the 
physical, environmental, 
economic and social renewal

of the area and enhance this 
gateway to the town centre. 

Furthermore it would im¬ 
prove the appearance of the 
ring road.” 

Eighty-five neighbouring 
residents and businesses 
were consulted on the 
scheme and two letters of 
objection were lodged. 

Concerns about access to 
the site and a potential in¬ 
crease in rubbish at the site 
were raised. 

A report by case officer - 
Richard Stevenson said: 
“The proposed development 
is considered to be accept¬ 
able in principle and allows 
the redevelopment of a va¬ 
cant site.” 

The site was formerly 
the Hayes factory and the 
buildings were demolished 
in 2010. 

Meanwhile, councillors 
also decided to restore an 
historic fountain in Dudley 
town centre as part of the 
regeneration plans, which 
also include a £6.7m revamp 
of the market place. 

Water will once more 
flow from the 19th Century 
fountain in Dudley High 
Street under restoration 
plans which won unanimous 
backing. 

Councillors have agreed 
to major works to renovate 
the Grade II* listed Earl of 
Dudley fountain.

Workman 
statue has 
lost shovel 
in crash 

A STATUE built as a sym¬ 
bol for Black Country work¬ 
ers on a busy traffic island 
has been damaged after it 
was hit by a car. 

More than £1,000 of dam¬ 
age has been caused to the 
Heroic Worker statue stand¬ 
ing on the Cinder Bank is¬ 
land on Dudley Southern 
Bypass. The worker has lost 
his shovel. 

This is not the first time 
the bronze figure has been 
damaged, as it has suffered 
a spate of vandalism attacks 
over the years. 

Dudley’s transport 
boss, Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, said the council was 
seeking cash through the 
driver’s insurance company 
to pay for the repairs to the 
damage. 

The 10ft high statue de¬ 
picts a chainmaker with a 
sledgehammer and shovel. 
But the shovel has been bro¬ 
ken in the crash. 

Councillor Ahmed said: 
“The statue has been dam¬ 
aged in a car crash but it will 
be repaired. The likely cost 
will be over £1,000. We are 
hoping to recoup this money 
from the insurance company 
that covers the person who 
had the accident.” 

The figure, which cost 
£30,000 when it was com¬ 
missioned, is part of a work 
on the island called Fires of 
Industry by artists Philip 
Bews and Diane Gorvin.

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Police take to the air to watch reserve 


HELICOPTERS are being called 
in to help police swoop on illegal 
off-road bikers on a Dudley nature 
reserve. 

A police sergeant has requested 
support from the National Police 
Air Service as officers attempt to 
catch the riders at Fens Pool Nature 
Reserve in Pensnett. 

A helicopter circled over the re¬ 
serve for 15 minutes during a recent 


visit by police and members of the 
Friends of Fens Pool group. 

Police spokesman Carly Ander¬ 
son said: “Requests can be made 
for a helicopter that is in the area 
to circle over the Fens Pool and see 
if there are any off-road vehicles. On 
this recent occasion, the helicopter 
circled for 15 minutes and there was 
no-one found but it was reassuring 
for the sergeant to see it.” 


“Fens Pool is a large open park, it 
is the ideal place for people to ride 
their off-road vehicles but it is also 
very dangerous and is illegal. Peo¬ 
ple caught face having their vehicle 
seized.” 

Evelyn Bradley, chairman of the 
Friends of Fens Pool group, was 
with police and Brockmoor and Pen¬ 
snett Councillor Judy Foster when 
the fly-over took place. 


Ms Bradley has long-campaigned 
against the use of off-road vehicles 
on the 92 acre reserve. She said: 
“The reserve is very special and 
the bikers do a lot of damage. They 
are also associated with anti-social 
behaviour and walkers often face 
abuse when talking to them. 

“The police helicopter is exactly 
what we want to help police on the 
ground.” 


Call for statue of Black 
Country's 'Schindler' 


HE risked his own life to 
save thousands of Jews 
from the horrors of Nazi 
Germany 

Major Frank Foley used his po¬ 
sition as a passport control officer 
at the British Embassy to bend the 
rules to save Jews from the concen¬ 
tration camps. 

Dubbed the ‘British Schindler’ he 
hid escapees in his own home. It is 
believed he saved more than 10,000 
Jews from the gas chambers. 

Now a Black Country MP is cam¬ 
paigning for lasting memorial to the 
war hero in the Black Country in 
honour of his bravery and achieve¬ 
ments. He retired to Stourbridge 
where he lived at Eveson Road in 
Norton until his death in 1958. 

Statue 

There is already a statue dedi¬ 
cated to Major Foley is home town 
of Highbridge in Somerset but there 
is nothing on a similar scale in the 
Dudley borough. 

There is a memorial plaque at the 
entrance to Mary Stevens Park in 
Stourbridge but Dudley North MP 
Austin believes a local statue would 
be a fitting tribute to Major Foley, 
as well as helping to teach younger 
generations about the Second World 
War and the Holocaust. 

He said Major Foley, who also 
served in the First World War, was 
a ‘true local hero’ and his name 
deserved to be recognised and cel¬ 
ebrated. 

Born in 1884, he worked for the 
Foreign Office and became Head of 
the British Passport Control Of¬ 
fice in Germany in the 1930s. As 
he watched Adolf Hilter’s rise to 
power, he realised Jewish families 
were vulnerable having witnesses 
the racist measures introduced by 
the Nazis. 

During his work as a passport of¬ 
ficer, he interpreted rules on visas 
loosely and even forged passports 
enabling people to escape to Britain 
and Palestine. 

He entered concentration camps 
and presented travel visas to the 
Nazi authorities.Mr Foley used 
skills picked up in the secret service 
to obtain false papers, passports and

visas. It was only years later that 
the scale of his life-saving campaign 
came to light. 

“When other European countries 
were sending Jews to concentra¬ 
tion camps, Britain provided a safe 
haven for tens of thousands of refu¬ 
gees,” said Mr Austin. “I think this 
period defines what it means to be 
British - our unique response to the 
Holocaust and role in the war gives 
us the right to claim a particular at¬ 
tached to the values of democracy, 


equality, freedom, fairness and tol¬ 
erance. 

“Frank Foley embodies these val¬ 
ues. His refusal to stand by when 
people were being singled out be¬ 
cause of their race and religion 
marks him out as a true local hero,.” 

Major Foley’s efforts were not 
recognised during his lifetime but 
in 1999 the Jewish state recognised 
him as ‘Righteous Amongst the 
Nations’ at Yad Vashem in Israel, 
the same award granted to Oskar 


Schindler. In 2010, Major Foley was 
named a British Hero of the Holo¬ 
caust by the British Government. 

Mr Austin said: “We have the 
memorial by the gate to Mary Ste¬ 
vens Park, but I would like to see a 
statue to Frank Foley so that people 
right across the Black Country can 
come and learn about him and our 
country’s role in fighting for free¬ 
dom, democracy and tolerance.” 


'Shabby' 
station is 
given a 
revamp 

A RAILWAY station de¬ 
scribed as ‘one of the worst’ 
in the Black Country has 
been given a £40,000 re¬ 
vamp. 

Work has been completed 
at Dudley Port rail station 
to improve facilities fol¬ 
lowing concerns by passen¬ 
gers. Some had complained 
that they felt unsafe in the 
station and demanded im¬ 
provements. 

The refurbishment 
of a shabby subway and 
tired-looking waiting shel¬ 
ters was part of a joint pro¬ 
ject by transport authority 
Centro and train operator 
London Midland. 

The work, carried out 
under the Transforming 
Rail Travel partnership, has 
also seen brighter lighting 
installed and overgrown 
vegetation cut back along 
the path between the new 
park and ride facility and 
the station itself. 

Centro’s lead member for 
rail and Metro, Councillor 
Roger Horton, said that this 
transformation was much 
needed. 

“Dudley Port was one of 
the worst in the region in 
terms of visual appearance 
and passenger facilities,” 
he said. “Yet for a relatively 
small amount of money we 
have been able to make it 
cleaner, brighter and more 
comfortable.” 

Charities get 
society boost 

FIVE local good causes are 
celebrating after gaining do¬ 
nations from the Tipton and 
Coseley Building Society’s 
Charitable Foundation. 

The foundation has 
awarded cheques collec¬ 
tively worth more than

“If you’re travelling be¬ 
fore or after the match, 
please don’t drink-drive.

Hope for progress at vandalised site

SMASHED up windows and fire dam¬ 
age — this is the sad state of a former 
college building which has been at the 
mercy of vandals. 

Campaigners are calling for urgent 
action to tackle derelict buildings 
at the former Longlands School, in 
Stourbridge. 

Glass is strewn across the site 
which was until three years ago used 
by Stourbridge College and was pre¬ 
viously a school dating back to 1912. 
Splintered door and window frames 


are discarded across the former site, 
off Brook Street, after a series of 
break ins. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James and 
Councillor Nicolas Barlow have visited 
the site to see the extent of the prob¬ 
lem and met officials from Birming¬ 
ham Metropolitan College, which 
merged with Stourbridge College and 
now owns the land. It came after res¬ 
idents living nearby voiced their con¬ 
cerns over vandalism and two arson 
attacks earlier this year. 


Extra metal fencing has been 
erected and security patrols stepped 
in a bid to protect the site. 

Councillor Barlow said: “There 
seemed initially to be a perceived in¬ 
activity from the college by residents 
to do something. But after speaking to 
the college, and visiting, I know that is 
far from the truth. 

““It was a very positive meeting 
with the college. We hope that there 
is a way to move forward, maybe re¬ 
development.”

Four-year ail term for prolific burglar 


A BURGLAR who embarked on a 
crime spree within days of being 
released from prison is back behind 
bars for a four-year jail sentence. 

Mark Jones committed five bur¬ 
glaries after being released from 
prison on February 27. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told that the heroin addict had 
36 previous convictions for similar 
offences. 


Jones, aged 38, of Morvale Street, 
Lye, who appeared before the 
court by video link, pleaded guilty 
to breaking into two homes in the 
Stourbridge area and asked for 
three further offences of burgling 
commercial properties to be taken 
into consideration. He committed 
the first of the offences, at Poshkutz 
dog-grooming parlour in Lye, within 
a week of his release. 


Miss Alka Brigue, prosecuting, 
said the offences came to light after 
Jones broke into a house in Stanley 
Road, Oldswinford, on April 3. He 
stole a 30in television worth £300 
from the property, and was later 
identified on CCTV cameras trying 
to escape on a mountain bike. 

“He struggled to carry the TV 
on the mountain bike, so he had to 
discard the bike,” said Miss Brigue. 


It emerged that the bike was one of 
two he stole in a burglary at Chawn 
Hill, Pedmore, on March 26. He 
also confessed to burgling Poshkutz, 
Prospect Joinery in Amblecote, and 
Pure Beauty in Halesowen. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, 
said Jones had a drug problem he 
was determined to tackle and had 
asked to be placed on a prison treat¬ 
ment programme. 


Secondary schools are 
told 'must try harder' 


THE performance of secondary schools 
across Dudley and the wider Black Country 
is below the national average, according to 
figures from education watchdog Ofsted. 

Statistics released show all four authorities in the area 
fall below the national benchmark of 72 per cent of schools 
classed as either good or outstanding. 

The figures, which relate to the watchdog’s crucial rating 


of the overall effectiveness, 
painted a particularly de¬ 
pressing picture of second¬ 
ary education in Dudley. 

Just 45 per cent of second¬ 
ary schools in the borough 
are top rated with the same 
number of schools deemed 
to require improvement. 

The figure represents a 
drop in standards of more 
than 20 per cent in the past 
five years. 

Inadequate 

At the time the statistics 
were compiled in Decem¬ 
ber last year ten per cent of 
Dudley’s secondary schools 
were classed as inadequate, 
meaning inspectors high¬ 
lighted serious weaknesses 
during their most recent 
visit. 

Dudley’s education chief 
Councillor Tim Crumpton 
said he expected the ‘deeply 
disappointing’ figures to 
improve over the next 12 
months. 

He said: “The exam re¬ 
sults achieved by Dudley 
secondary schools improved 
significantly in 2013 and 
were in-line with the na¬ 
tional average.

“Despite this improve¬ 
ment, in the past 14 months 
Ofsted found a number of 
our secondary schools were 
not providing a good educa¬ 
tion. 

“This is deeply disap¬ 
pointing and we are work¬ 
ing with these schools to 
support their improvement. 

“Each of them has been 
monitored by Ofsted which 
has noted their progress and 
we anticipate most will be 
re-inspected over the next 
year and will be judged to be 
at least good, if not better. 

“This will be a significant 
step in our journey to en¬ 
sure every school in Dudley 
is a good school by the end 
of 2015.” 

Ian Austin, MP for Dud¬ 
ley North, criticised stand¬ 
ards, calling them ‘just not 
good enough.’ 

He said: “It’s no use 
blaming Ofsted or looking 
for other excuses. I’ve been 
saying for ages that stand¬ 
ards in too many schools are 
just not good enough and we 
as a community have got to 
make sure they improve.”

The event was organ¬ 
ised by Amanda Miles of Hawbush Road with Pete Thomas 
and Geoff Bishop. Fisher House and Norton House in Bir¬ 
mingham, which provide accommodation for wounded sol¬ 
diers and their families, Brecon Military Museum, Royal 
British Legion Riders and the National Association for 
Bikers with Disabilities each receive £1,289.

'Lonely' 
jobless 
man in 
suicide 

A MAN found hanged at 
his Stourbridge home had 
spiralled into depression 
after the loss of his job, an 
inquest heard. 

Philip Vaughan, 54, was 
found dead at his home at 
The Broadway, Norton, on 
DecemberlO. The inquest 
at Smethwick heard that he 
had mounting debts. 

His friend, Mark Taylor, 
39, discovered Mr Vaughan 
at the property. Paramedics 
pronounced him dead at the 
scene and police concluded 
there were no suspicious 
circumstances. 

A note was found in 
which Mr Vaughan, who 
was divorced, said his ‘mind 
had become a mess’. The 
inquest heard he had little 
or no contact with his fam¬ 
ily, which was linked to his 
drinking and depression. 

Mrs Pat Johnson, or¬ 
ganiser of Replenish food 
bank at St John’s Church 
in Stourbridge told the in¬ 
quest: “He became a lonely 
man. You could see the life 
draining out of him. After 
losing his job he couldn’t 
cope with computers and 
the amount of applications 
the JSA (Job Seekers Allow¬ 
ance) demanded from him.” 

Senior coroner Robin Bal¬ 
main said cause of death was 
asphyxiation by hanging 
and concluded Mr Vaughan 
killed himself.

for man who broke his brother's skul

A MAN who viciously attacked his brother, 
fracturing his skull in a row over their late 
grandmother’s will, has been jailed for 12 
years. 

Mark Baker, from Lye, believed his 
brother Christopher had coerced their 
grandmother into changing her will before 
she died so that it favoured him. 

So on May 27 last year, Baker went to 
his brother’s home and attacked him with 
a hammer, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Christopher, aged 50, suffered multiple 
fractures to his head and body and a col¬ 


lapsed lung which left him in hospital for 
a week following the attack at his home in 
Northfield Road, Netherton. He was unwill¬ 
ing to press charges against his brother and 
Baker was released without charge. 

Vendetta 

But 47-year-old Baker continued his ven¬ 
detta against his brother and was arrested 
again on October 3 after assaulting him 
again, this time in the street, damaging his 
car and threatening to kill him. 

On that occasion, the court was told 
Baker struck his brother in the face with a 


brick, injuring his nose and eye before van¬ 
dalising his parked car. 

Baker, of High Street, Lye, was found 
guilty after a three-day trial of wound¬ 
ing with intent at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in April. During the trial the jury 
heard Baker was aggrieved that his brother 
was inherited the bulk of the will. 

During sentencing last week Judge John 
Wait described it as a ‘sad case’ and said 
Baker had ‘festering resentment’ over the 
amount that his brother had been left in the 
will. He added that Baker had carried out a 
‘sustained attack’. 


Mr Simon Hanns, defending Baker, said 
there had been a ‘clear issue’ over the dis¬ 
tribution of their grandmother’s estate. 

He also argued that Christopher made a 
full recovery from both attacks. 

After the sentencing, investigating officer 
Detective Constable Dan Bailey from West 
Midlands Police, said: “It became clear that 
Baker was consumed with anger at the in¬ 
justice he felt over the will and his brother 
came to believe that the threat to his life 
was very real. Baker will now pay a heavy 
price for his greed.” 


Russells Hall was given 
'contaminated' baby feed 


HOSPITALS in Dudley and Birmingham re¬ 
ceived suspected contaminated batches of a 
food supplement linked to the death of one 
baby and the illness of 14 others. 

Bosses at Russells Hall Hospital and Heartlands Hospi¬ 
tal said that no babies in their care had been given the 
alleged contaminated treatment. It comes as babies in nine 
hospitals across England developed septicaemia after being 


Sniffing can 
led to deadly 
blaze at flat 

A CORONER has stressed 
the dangers of smoking 
while inhaling from aerosol 
cans after a woman acciden¬ 
tally set herself on fire. 

Sharon Hill fled her burn¬ 
ing flat in Stourbridge with 
her clothes ablaze scream¬ 
ing for help, an inquest 
heard. Paramedics called to 
Rutland Place tried to save 
her but she died later at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

A neighbour in the block 
in Amblecote went to in¬ 
vestigate after hearing 
the smoke alarm and saw 
smoke coming from Miss 
Hill’s ground-floor flat. The 
40-year-old fell into the 
neighbour’s arms crying: 
“It was an accident, please 
help me.” It is believed the 
fire on April 18 2013 started 
when she went to light a cig¬ 
arette whilst sniffing from a 
hairspray aerosol. She suf¬ 
fered 80 per cent burns. 

Recording a verdict of 
accidental death, senior cor¬ 
oner Robin Balmain, said: 
“This demonstrates not only 
the obvious dangers of in¬ 
haling hairspray and other 
substances but also, that 
if you do that while you’re 
smoking, a fatality can hap¬ 
pen.”

A baby died from blood 
poisoning at Guy’s and St 
Thomas’ NHS Foundation 
Trust, in London. Public 
Health England ‘strongly 
linked’ the cases with a 
batch of intravenous liquid 
called parenteral nutrition 
made by London-based ITH 
Pharma.lt has emerged that 
the suspected contaminated 
batch of fluid had been sent 
to 22 hospitals including 
Dudley and Birmingham. 

Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark confirmed that 
Russells Hall did receive 
a single unit of feed from 
the batch in question which 
comes in two doses. She 
said: “The feed comes in two 
parts, and the baby who re¬ 
ceived it was given just one 
part; they did not receive 
the part which is under 
suspicion. Tests have been 
carried out as a precaution 
and we can confirm that the 
baby has not been infected 
with the bacterium. 

“We can therefore con¬ 
firm that there are no babies 
at Russells Hall Hospital af¬ 
fected by the problem.” 

Heart of England NHS 
Foundation Trust, which 
runs Heartlands, confirmed 
it was issued with the af¬ 
fected feed. Spokeswoman 
Nikki Boileau added: “We 
can confirm no babies have 
been affected and this prod¬ 
uct is no longer being used 
within our hospital.”

D-Day veterans 
in heroes’ return 


Veterans returned to the 
scene to mark 70 years 
since D-Day. DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT reports 

A SPITFIRE plane escorted a 
group of West Midlands war 
veterans back to Normandy 
for the 70th anniversary of the 
D-Day landings. 

Meanwhile others who went to 
France were greeted as heroes by 
schoolchildren who wanted to pose 
for pictures with them. 

Ken Reynolds, aged 90, from Hed¬ 
nesford, Geoff Ensor, 90, of Merry Hill, 
Wolverhampton, 88-year-old Ron Davies 
from Walsall and Frank Corbett from 
Bloxwich were part of a group of 31 peo¬ 
ple flown into Normandy in 10 private 
jets organised by the millionaire adver¬ 
tising agency boss Trevor Beattie. 

And as a special surprise the veterans 
were accompanied part of the way by a 
Spitfire. 

Milestone 

Funds were raised through Birming¬ 
ham-born Mr Beattie’s charity, the Jack 
and Ada Beattie Foundation. 

Working with comedian Eddie Izzard, 
Mr Beattie helped to raise funds to make 
sure veterans could make the trip back 
for the milestone occasion. 

Another group of six West Midlands 
war veterans also travelled over with a 
group from the ACE Academy in Tipton. 

Joe Davies, a 91-year-old former police 
superintendent from Compton, served 
with the Royal Army Service Corps. 

He spent last Thursday in Arroman- 
ches where children ran up to veterans 
and asked to kiss them on the cheek.

He said: “It’s very emotional. It is 
a fantastic atmosphere and I’ve never 
seen anything like it. 

“There are so many people who have 
wanted to take photographs with us. 

“Children have been coming up to 
say ‘thank you very much’. We’re going 
to Caen where we will lay wreaths. 

“It is our privilege and honour to be 
here.” 

Others with Mr Davies were Arthur 
Jones, aged 88 from Pendeford, 91-year- 
old Stanley Caldicott, from Warley, 
who served with the RAF, and Dennis 
Moodie, also 91 and from Lichfield, who 


was a Royal Artillery wireless operator 
with the 94th field regiment and Dennis 
Thompson, aged 88 and from Muxton 
in Telford. 

The 70th anniversary of D-Day 
proved the last formal event for the 
Normandy Veterans Association. 

On Thursday, the Princess Royal led 
tributes to the heroes who took part 
and the many who died in the landings 
in 1944. 

Anne, commodore in chief of the 
Royal Navy in the Portsmouth area, at¬ 
tended a drumhead service on Southsea 
Common, Portsmouth, along with vet¬ 



erans and serving members of the armed 
forces. It included a demonstration of a 
beach assault by British Marines and 
their Dutch counterparts. 

Following a rendition of the Last Post, 
a silence was held to remember those 
who died in the landings and the service 
concluded with the National Anthem. 

Matthew Guymer, 90, a former Mayor 
of Stafford, who served as a major with 
the 11th Hussars Prince Albert’s Own, 
said: “I think it’s the last time I will be 
able to come down at my age. I am very 
proudand I am delighted to have the op¬ 
portunity to meet the other veterans.” 


I don’t suppose you get much 
time for reading,” one MP said 
to me this week.

Labour MP Ian Austin has 
called for a referendum on Eu¬ 
rope to be held before the next 
election. 

His stance is at odds with his 
own party, which only consid¬ 
ers a referendum necessary if 
there is a transfer of powers to 
Brussels. Like it or not, the rise 
of UKIP means the Tories and 
eventually Labour are going to 
have to grasp this nettle. David 
Cameron says he’ll do it by the 
end of 2017 but only if he wins 
the next election. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin’s 
plan, while not popular with ei¬ 
ther of the big parties, would 
mean whoever wins next year 
governs knowing whether or not 
they are going to have to with¬ 
draw Britain from the union. If 
the referendum is delayed, the 
next five years will mean the 
Government having to come up 
with a plan for each eventuality. 

Well at least it would give 
them something to do.

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
has extended an olive branch to 
newly-elected Labour and UKIP 
councillors and offered to work 
with them. He’s sent his con¬ 
tact details and even goes far 
enough to say what many Tories 
dare not: “UKIP are our political 
cousins.” 

UKIP loves to say how it takes 
votes off Labour as much as 
from the Tories, evidenced by 
its council seat gains in areas 
like Coseley. 

The big picture shows it’s 
the Tories who suffer most. 
Tony Blair won three terms be¬ 
cause he appealed to the centre 
ground, as opposed to core La¬ 
bour supporters.What Chris Kel¬ 
ly is doing now is talking about 
how he shares ‘somewhere in 
the region of three-quarters of 
the views of the UKIP councillors 
elected’. 

He will have to avoid appear¬ 
ing to dilute the things that at¬ 
tracted former Labour voters to 
him in the first place. But if the 
Tories want to neutralise UKIP 
the election will be fought not on 
the centre ground, but on com¬ 
mon ground.

Married mother-of-three 
had sex with a schoolboy 


A MOTHER-of-three entered 
into a sexual relationship 
with a teenage schoolboy 
and has since given birth to 
his child, a court was told. 

Helen Cartwright initially embarked 
on a friendship with the 15-year-old 
but Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told their liaisons, initially involving 
‘hugging and kissing’, became more 
intimate in May last year. Cartwright 
had sex with the youth in her marital 
bed at her home on the Russells Hall 
estate in Dudley. 

Cartwright, of Langstone Road, 
pleaded guilty to sexual activity with 


a child under the age of 16. The court 
heard the 42-year-old has since contin¬ 
ued her relationship with the boy and 
is now the mother of their five-month 
old baby. 

Cartwright was sentenced to two 
years in prison suspended for two 
years,with a two-year supervision 
order. 

She was placed on the Sex Offenders 
Register for 10 years. 

The defendant, who had lived with 
her husband and children, was warned 
by a judge that she was fortunate to 
escape immediate custody. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecuting, told the 
court: “It was the boy who instigated 


the sexual relationship when he slept 
with the defendant in her own bed.” 

Cartwright was arrested after Social 
Services were contacted and the mat¬ 
ter was reported to the police. During 
a police interview she admitted know¬ 
ing the boy was underage. 

“Her husband suffered a stroke five 
years ago which has left him bedrid¬ 
den,” continued Ms Ruck. 

Ms Sharonjit Bahia, defending, said: 
“There are exceptional mitigating fac¬ 
tors. She has had much to cope with in 
her family life. At the time of the inci¬ 
dent the complainant was eight weeks 
away from his 16th birthday. Their 
relationship is now considered legal.”

ONE woman took her dismay over a lack 
of sprinkles on her ice cream a step too far 
by dialling 999 to report the ‘crime’. 

West Midlands Police revealed the one 
minute emergency phone call made last 
week in which the woman tells the opera¬ 
tor that an ice cream man only put sprin¬ 
kles on one side of her ice cream. She says: 
“The person has basically given me an ice 
cream, put bits on one side and none on 
the other.” She goes on to say that she 
asked for her money back but he refused. 

The patient operator tells the woman 
that she needs to speak to trading stand¬ 
ards officials or the Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau. 

Chief Superintendent Jim Andronov 
said the 999 number was for emergencies 
only. He added: “We do not want to dis¬ 
courage people from contacting the police 
so for any other reason call 101.” 


Still scared of needle 
after 100 donations

HE admits to still be scared of needles but that has never 
stopped Joe Egan donating blood —105 times to be exact. 

The parcel sorter from West Bromwich was given an 
engraved glass award for reaching 100 donations at a cer¬ 
emony held by the NHS Blood and Transplant service at 
Villa Park. 

But Mr Egan, aged 63, says he still has to look away 
when providing blood from his arm. “You’d have thought 
I’d be okay with it by now, but I still have to look away,” 
said Mr Egan, who lives in Kelvin Way. 

“It never stops me, though. Instead, I think about the 
good I am doing for someone who desperately needs some¬ 
thing I have plenty of.” 

“Why wouldn’t someone not want to take the opportu¬ 
nity to save someone’s life? I think it’s wonderful.” 

Mr Egan was born and grew up in Castlerea in County 
Roscommon in Ireland. But he struggled to find employ¬ 
ment and came over to England to live and work in Dud¬ 
ley Port. Now he works for parcel delivery firm Yodel in 
Wednesbury.

Businessman is jailed 
for misleading investors 


A BUSINESSMAN who made 
false claims about his back¬ 
ground and finances to dupe 
people to invest in his an¬ 
imated film company has 
been jailed for three years. 

David Murray Griffiths had said he 
was a multi-millionaire and claimed 
to have worked for British inventor 
Sir Clive Sinclair. He was convicted of 
four charges, one of fraud and three of 
deception involving £840,000 lost by 
the victims. 

At Birmingham Crown Court last 
week 50-year-old Griffiths, previously 
of Oreton, near Cleobury Mortimer, 
was said to have told “significant lies” 
to potential investors in his children’s 
TV show business. 

Wealth 

Investors pumped money into In¬ 
spire GLG Ltd and six other compa¬ 
nies to produce children’s animated 
TV shows. 

Judge Roderick Henderson said 
Griffiths’ key untruths were about his 
own personal wealth - that he was a 
multi-millionaire. “In that context it 
would have been a re-assuring factor 
to a potential investor that the man in 
charge was wealthy and able to take 
up the slack in funding and preserve 
the enterprise,” he.said. 1 _ 

He said the business had not been 
a complete sham and investors had 
lost their money because Griffiths had 
tried to develop more and more pro¬ 
grammes in a reckless way. “These 
people lost their money primarily 
because you are not a very good busi¬ 
nessman,” said the judge. 

The jury cleared him of 27 similar 
charges of fraud and deception but 
were unable to reach verdicts on three 
other counts which the judge ordered 
to lie on the file. 

Griffiths, now of Rye, East Sussex, 
had denied 16 charges of fraud by false

representation and 18 allegations of 
deception between 2004 and 2009. 

Griffiths’ co-accused, 49-year-old 
Simon Drew, originally from Stour¬ 
bridge, was cleared of all 34 charges. 

Mr Drew in 2004 was a successful 
financial advisor running his own 
business and had just moved into the 
Shropshire village of Oreton with, 
his then partner, Alice Ditcham. The 
couple invited neighbours, including 
David Griffiths and his wife Corrine, 
to a barbecue. 

As the two men became friends Grif¬ 
fiths saw the opportunity to exploit Mr

Drew’s reputation to raise money. Mr 
Drew was employed as a consultant 
on a £100,000 contract and set about 
getting clients, friends and family to 
invest in Griffiths’ plans. By 2009 the 
prospect of the investors getting any 
return had all but disappeared. 

“I had regarded David as a friend 
and I believed in him 100 per cent,” 
said Mr Drew, who was cleared of all 
allegations. “Now I feel I was also a 
victim. I was groomed by him to bring 
in the money using my connections 
and reputation.”

Three jailed after 
victim was hit over 
head with a shovel 


Young man died in crash 



Timothy Pearson, aged 23, who died in a crash on St Peter’s Road, Dudley 


A YOUNG man killed in a crash in 
the Black Country has been named 
as 23-year-old Timothy Pearson. 

Mr Pearson, from Quarry Bank, 
was the passenger in a Nissan Sky¬ 
line which hit a garden wall in St 
Peter’s Road, Netherton, Dudley, 
just before 9.30pm on Tuesday, 
June 3. 

He died at the scene, while the 
28-year-old driver was taken to hos¬ 
pital with serious injuries. 

Mr Pearson’s family today paid 
tribute to him. 

In a statement, they said: “What 
can we say about Tim? He was 
cheeky, sarcastic, loyal, always 


smiling, always singing and danc¬ 
ing, always had a smile on his face 
no matter what. 

“He was the best son, brother, 
uncle, grandson, cousin and friend 
anyone could ask for. 

“The 23 years and ten and a half 
months he was with us were the 
best of our lives. 

“The pain we are feeling now will 
never leave us, nor our memories of 
Tim. 

“He was full of energy, he couldn’t 
keep still but we loved every annoy¬ 
ing thing about him.” 

Police are still seeking witnesses. 
They can be contacted on 101. 


THREE men have been jailed af¬ 
ter they launched a vicious at¬ 
tack that saw their victim hit over 
the head with a shovel. 

Robert Rolls was left unconscious follow¬ 
ing the ‘sustained assault’ along Hagley 
Road, Stourbridge, during the early hours 
of June 30 last year. Ryan Claridge, Mark 
Flavell and Benjamin Payne were all jailed 
after each admitting a count of attempted 
grievous bodily harm. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
21-year-old Claridge, of Barnett Lane, 
Kingswinford, and Payne, 20, of Chapel 
Street, Brierley Hill, had been out drinking 
and were making their way along Hagley 
Road at around 4.40am. Mr Rolls, who had 
also been out drinking, was walking along 
the road and a dispute occurred. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz was told Mr Rolls 
had started the violence by punching 
Claridge in the face causing him to suffer 
a bloody nose. Mr Rolls had then walked 
away but torn flowers from a display. 

The court was told that Claridge and 
Payne followed him and Flavell, 44, of Al¬ 
bert Street, Pensnett, pulled up in his van 
and got a spade out of the back. 

The court was told Flavell had been in 
the vehicle earlier when Mr Rolls had 
walked up and cracked the windscreen. 

Flavell had been on his way home when 
he saw Mr Rolls arguing with Claridge and 
Payne and decided to stop. 

Mr Rolls was knocked to the floor and 
Flavell struck him twice on the legs with 
the shovel. The victim was kicked by all 
three men. Payne then handed Claridge 
the shovel and he struck Mr Rolls on the 
head with it three times. Mr Rolls suffered 
swelling to his face and a cut to his elbow. 

Claridge was given 30 months imprison¬ 
ment and Flavell a term of 36 months jail. 
Payne, who did not plead guilty as early as 
the others, received 38 months at a young 
offenders institute. 

Miss Lisa Hancox, prosecuting, said after 
the attack: “They all went to the van and 
shook hands.” None of the men phoned the 
emergency services. 

Mr Simon Williams, defending Flavell, 
said his client was ‘remorseful’. Mr Chris¬ 
topher Loach, defending Claridge, said his 
client ‘apologised unreservedly’ to his vic¬ 
tim. Miss Laura Culley, defending Payne, 
said her client had stopped drinking . 

Judge Nawaz said: “The victim was not 
seriously injured but this is down to good 
fortune not down to you. All three of you 
lost control.”

West Midlands see surge in 
number of child abuse cases 


Hooligans hand 
in passports 

FOOTBALL troublemakers have been 
grounded by West Midlands Police after 
their passports were seized to stop them 
from getting to the World Cup in Brazil. 

Letters went out last month from West 
Midlands Police’s specialist Football Unit 
asking 166 people subject to Football Ban¬ 
ning Orders in the region to hand over 
their travel documents. 

Banning Orders prevent individuals 
convicted of football-related offences from 
attending matches or travelling to over¬ 
seas tournaments. 

Police say all but two of the recipients 
adhered to the conditions of their banning 
order and gave up passports to officers at 
West Midlands police stations between 
June 2 and 3. 


A LEADING charity has reported a 
surge in reports of child abuse cases 
in the West Midlands. 

More than 700 people in the region have 
reported cases of emotional neglect and 
abuse to the NSPCC over the past year. 

Some 491 of the cases were so serious they had 
to be deferred to local authorities for further ac¬ 
tion. 

The number of calls is up from 319 last year, 
representing a 54 per cent increase. 

Sandra McNair, NSPCC Midlands regional 


head of service, said the figures followed a na¬ 
tional trend. 

She said: “We have seen a surge across the 
West Midlands in the number of people contact¬ 
ing the NSPCC Helpline about emotional abuse 
and neglect this year. 

“The number of referrals increased for Wol¬ 
verhampton, Walsall, Sandwell and Dudley local 
authorities from last year, with Wolverhampton 
seeing a 100 per cent increase and Sandwell just 
over 82 per cent. 

“This follows the national trend. We suspect 
that because there have been a number of high 


profile local cases in the media over the last year 
people are now feeling a greater responsibility to 
report these concerns.” 

A total of 40 people from Wolverhampton con¬ 
tacted the charity to report emotional neglect or 
abuse in the 2013/14 year, with 30 of those cases 
referred to the local authority - double the pre¬ 
vious year’s number. 

Sandwell had the next-highest number of 
cases reported, followed by Walsall, Sandwell 
and Dudley. 

The figures come as the Government consid¬ 
ers a new law to tackle child abuse. 


New senior 
coroner chosen 

A FORMER crown court prosecutor has 
been named the new senior coroner for the 
Black Country. 

Zafar Siddique will take over responsibil¬ 
ity of investigating sudden and suspicious 
deaths in September. 

He says he hopes to provide a ‘timely and 
effective’ service to families when he takes 
on the post. 

He said he will also pioneer the use 
of digital imaging in his role, which will 
cover Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall and Wol¬ 
verhampton. He will take over from Robin 
Balmain, who is to retire after 40 years. 

Mr Siddique said: “I am absolutely de¬ 
lighted to have been given the opportunity 
to serve the diverse communities of the 
Black Country and wish to build upon the 
work of the retiring coroner, Mr Balmain.”

'Significant' failings 
over discrimination 

WEST Midlands Police has been criticised by the police 
watchdog for ‘poor’ handling of discrimination complaints. 

The force is one of three accused of ‘significant’ failings 
in the way it dealt with allegations of discrimination, in an 
Independent Police Complaints Commission (IPCC) report. 

Greater Manchester and West Yorkshire forces have also 
been criticised. 

The IPCC said the forces do not take such complaints 
seriously enough, particularly when made by the public, as 
opposed to officers. The report said too many complaints 
were resolved locally without a formal investigation. 

The IPCC examined 202 cases of discrimination com¬ 
plaints made to the three forces and found that of 170 that 
were made by members of the public, only 94 were inves¬ 
tigated and none were upheld. Yet overall, the three forces 
upheld between 11 and 13 per cent of complaint allegations 
from the public.

College launching 
appeal on refusal 
of road crossing plan

DUDLEY College is lodging an 
appeal after plans for an ‘essen¬ 
tial’ pedestrian crossing between 
campus buildings was rejected. 

Dudley Council refused to grant 
permission for a puffin crossing to be 
installed between the college’s new 
Evolve site and its Broadway campus. 

Councillors feared it could cause traffic 
queues in the town centre and went against 
the officers’ recommendation that it should 
be approved. They were also concerned it 
would have an adverse impact on air qual¬ 
ity. 

The decision was met with fury from col¬ 
lege chiefs who, after 18 months planning, 
had expected the plan to be approved. 

Principal Lowell Williams said lives of 
students could be in danger when they 
cross The Broadway, whilst the crossing 
would provide a safe walk way for the 1,500 
students who attend the centre. 

Essential 

He explained: “In response to the col¬ 
lege’s planning application for an essential 
puffin crossing on The Broadway, Dudley 
being rejected, additional independent 
noise and air quality surveys have been 
completed. These findings will accompany 
the appeal, which the college intend to 
lodge with the Planning Inspectorate, who 
deal with appeals for the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local Government.” 

He added: “The additional costs of the 
appeal and survey are being borne by the 
college. The appeal has taken time and 
money, which could be used to better ef¬ 
fect.” 

In April, the Student Union organised a 
protest against the council’s decision, total 
of 14 students took part in the demon¬ 
stration wearing T-shirts with tyre marks 
across them, arguing that without a cross¬ 
ing there could be a fatality. 

The proposal was first mooted last sum¬ 
mer as the number of students and staff 
using g the road near the Tower Street 
junction ‘increased dramatically’. A survey, 
carried out by an external consultant, sug¬ 
gested some form of crossing was required 
to reduce the risk to pedestrians. 

The crossing plan follows council propos¬ 
als to reduce the speed limit in the Broad¬ 
way from 40mph to 30mph 

Dudley Evolve opened in September 2012 
and has been built on the site of the former 
fire station in Tower Street. It is part of the 
college’s £36m Learning Quarter.

Council in talks 
with Centro on 
the bus station 


PLANS are in the pipeline 
to improve Dudley bus sta¬ 
tion. Centro has started 
discussions with Dudley 
Council about work on the 
27-year-old station. 

The council has said re¬ 
development would provide 
the town with a modern bus 
station similar to Stour¬ 
bridge’s. 

Centro spokesman Peter 
Cameron said: “There are 
currently no set plans to 
replace the station, however 
we are working with Dudley 
Council to look at ways in 
which it could be further en¬ 
hanced for passengers in the 
future, either through refur¬ 
bishment or redevelopment. 


“These considerations are 
in the very early stages, and 
of course such plans need 
to be extremely detailed 
and consider not only the 
implications on the cur¬ 
rent environment but also 
any possible future devel¬ 
opments such as further 
extensions to the Midland 
Metro.” 

Dudley’s transport boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “Initial discussions are 
already taking place with 
Centro in relation to a pro¬ 
posed redevelopment of 
Dudley bus station which 
would be similar to the 
new modern bus station in 
Stourbridge” 


Baggies top of 
Midland league 
for making profit 


WOLVES and Aston Villa 
lost a total of more than 
£60 million in a year, new 
figures reveal. But West 
Bromwich Albion made a 
profit of £6.2m, the only 
club in the West Midlands to 
be in the black for the year. 

Wolves’ loss in 2012-13 
was a direct consequence 
of their relegation from the 
Premier League which saw 
revenue nearly halved to 
£32.lm. Villa’s loss of £24m 
was the second highest in 
the Premier League in 2012- 
13, although their revenue 
of £81.7m increased by two 
per cent. 

Football finance experts 
Deloitte’s Annual Review 


of Football Finance re¬ 
vealed that Albion was one 
of only 13 clubs in the top 
flight to show an operating 
profit. Their income of up 
to £69.7m showed the big¬ 
gest increase in the area, 
up to five per cent. Walsall 
earned £4.8m. Villa’s rev¬ 
enue figure of £81.7m was 
10th highest in the Premier 
League, but six of the re¬ 
gion’s top eight clubs saw 
their revenue drop. 

The income of Premier 
League clubs ranged from 
Manchester United with 
£363m to Wigan with £58m, 
while the average salary for 
a player in the top flight was 
£1.6m.

While Uruguay struggled in qualifying and needed a 
play-off against Jordan to make it through, they will 
still be regarded as one of the favourites due to their 
outstanding strikeforce, which includes Edinson 
Cavani, Diego Forlan and Luis Suarez. The injury-hit 
latter of those three will no doubt attract the greatest 
attention ahead of this fixture, having proven a 
controversial character in his time at Liverpool, for 
whom he was in outstanding form last season.

The Infiniti 
gives a buzz 
to the luxury 
end of market

Infiniti for many, could conjure up images of 
children’s favourite Buzz Lightyear, So for 
those people still in the dark about Infiniti, 
the start of the Formula 1 season will give 
ample reminders. 

The Japanese car maker, the luxury arm of Nissan, 
sponsors the Red Bull racing team. And while the brand, 
launched in the UK continues to grow slowly in the public’s 
consciousness, it has been around for more than 25 years, 
gaining particular success in America. 

The cars are at the executive, luxury end of the market 
and offer a combination of standout design, powerful en¬ 
gines and cutting edge technology. 

The also offer a high level of standard equipment across 
the range, which can add many thousands to the prices of 
their competitors. 

No better example perhaps of this is the new Q50, a lux¬ 
ury saloon which is packed with technology and features 
a new, 2.1 litre diesel engine sourced from Mercedes, plus 
a hybrid version. It also marks the first car in the Q or QX 
range, which will brand all their cars, right up to the Formula 
1 QIOO driven by Sebastian Vettel. 

It is an eye-catching car both inside and out and definite¬ 
ly food for thought for its German rivals. The turbocharged 
diesel gives the car decent acceleration and excellent econ¬ 
omy, plus, importantly, low C02 emissions which make it a 
real option in the all-important business sector. Emissions 
of just 114 g/km put it in the lowest benefit in kind taxation 
bracket and while the claimed 64-odd mpg average con¬ 
sumption seemed optimistic, the car was easily in the mid- 
50s range. 

The 170PS diesel has plenty of urge, propelling the vehi¬ 
cle to 60mph from a standing start in just 8.5 seconds and 
on to a top speed of 144mpg. But it is not all about the pow¬ 
er. This is a refined unit with little diesel clatter and what 
engine, road and wind noise there is, is effectively muffled 
by the car’s soundproofing system. Transmission is deliv¬ 
ered via a slick-shifting six speed gearbox sending drive to 
the rear wheels. 

Another advantage is how the car looks, a distinct differ¬ 
ence to the German market leaders and always attracting 
curiosity. It has flowing, yet muscular lines, eye-catching 
headlight and rear light clusters, twin exhausts twin, five- 
spoke 17-inch alloys and off course the Infiniti badge. 

The exterior is also protected with the firms ‘healing’ 
paint, which self repairs small scratches. Inside the car is 
both roomy and comfortable. It has the longest wheelbase 
in its class so both front and rear occupants get good head 
and leg room. It also features a huge 500 litre boot and the 
rear seat splits 60/40 for extra luggage space and there is 
access to the boot through the rear centre armrest. The 
layout of the dash and controls is neat and logical while the 
dash features a battery of hi-tech equipment, dominated by 
the central dual touchscreen which looks pretty much like a 
computer tablet with its swipeable screen. 

For the most part fixtures and fitting are high class, but 
the expensive feeling soft touch finish in some areas is let 
down by some lower grade plastics. The steering wheel is 
also multi function and the car features the now-common- 
place push button starter. Needless to say luxury cars need 
to ride well and the Q50 is a comfortable car to be a passen¬ 
ger and driver and although perhaps not the most dynamic 
of models, it still feels sure footed and grips well on corners. 

At just over £30k this is a lot of car for the money. Wheth¬ 
er it can attract the potential buyers from the established 
German brands remains to be seen but throw in standard kit 
like Infiniti Drive Mode Selector, Bluetooth, rearview camera, 
zone adaptive climate control, six-speaker sound system 
and heated leather seats and it looks an attractive package.

Jordanne smashes way to second grand slam title

BRITAIN’S wheelchair tennis star 
Jordanne Whiley has won the second 
Grand Slam title of her career at Ro¬ 
land Garros. 

Whiley, from Halesowen, was part¬ 
nering Japan’s Yui Kamiji to win the 
women’s doubles wheelchair tennis 
title, beating Dutch top seeds Jiske 
Griffioen and Aniek van Koot 7-6(3), 
3-6, (10-8) in a thrilling final. 

It’s the second successive Grand 
Slam title for the Whiley and Kam¬ 


iji, who won the women’s doubles at 
the Australian Open in January after 
ending 2013 by winning the Doubles 
Masters in California, USA. 

The second seeds took a 5-3 lead in 
Paris and came within two points of 
taking the first set in both the tenth 
and 12th games, but Griffioen and 
van Koot, who won all four Grand 
Slam titles in 2013, forced a tie- 
break. However, Whiley and Kamiji 
didn’t look back after taking a 4-2 


lead in the tie-break and converted 
the first of three set points. 

Whiley and Kamiji went on to 
race to a 3-0 second set lead, but 
defending champions Griffioen and 
van Koot forced the deciding match 
tie-break. The British-Japanese duo 
took a 4-1 lead in the decider, before 
Griffioen and van Koot drew level at 
6-6 and 8-8. However, she and Kam¬ 
iji ultimately held firm to seal a fine 
victory. 


Get back

WOLVES striker Kevin 
Doyle has been urged to get 
back to the player he was by 
Ireland boss Martin O’Neill. 

Doyle scored Ireland’s 
goal with a bullet header 
from distance in Friday’s
